of  work  remains  for  the  ar¬ 
tisans  who  will  turn  it  into 
a  hospital  thoroughly 
equipped  with  the  most  mod¬ 
ern  devices  for  treatment  and  care  of  the  sick. 

Greatly  expanded  facilities  for  the  training  of  students 
in  the  School  of  Nursing  will  be  available  in  the  new  build¬ 
ing.  The  addition  of  Sloane  Hospital  will  provide  material 
for  instruction  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology  while  through 
the  addition  of  the  Neurological  Institute,  Babies  Hospital 
and  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute  to  the  Medical 
Center  advanced  instruction  will  be  close  at  hand  in  those 
specialties. 

More  comprehensive  instruction  in  dietetics  has  been 
made  possible  through  inclusion  in  the  plans  of  special 
laboratories  for  that  purpose.  A  course  in  Public  Health 
Administration  is  contemplated. 

The  proximity  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur¬ 
geons  with  its  extensive  laboratories  will  permit  more  thor¬ 
ough  teaching  of  bacteriology,  pathology  and  other  import¬ 
ant  items  of  a  nurse’s  education.  The  college  will  have  five 
teaching  amphitheaters.  The  J.  Bentley  Squier  Clinic  will 
occupy  an  entire  floor  of  the  new  hospital,  making  possible 
greater  instruction  in  Urology. 

A  new  set  of  plans  is  being  developed  for  Vanderbilt 
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Clinic  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Center.  Here  will  be  located 
all  the  Out  Patient  services  of  the  Center  with  augmented 
physiotherapies,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinics,  orthopedic 
and  other  services. 

Foundations  are  now  being  laid  for  the  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  Residence  which  overlooks  Riverside  Drive.  The  ma¬ 
sonry  has  been  completed  for  the  tunnel  under  Fort  Wash¬ 
ington  avenue  which  will  connect  the  Residence  with  the 
Harkness  Private  Patient  Pavilion. 


TRADITION 

Vanderbilt  donations  to  public  institutions  have  been 
frequent,  moderate,  unostentatious  through  the  generations, 
in  regard  to  some  organizations  practically  a  tradition.  Thus 
in  1884  William  Henry,  second  in  line,  gave  $500,000  to 
found  the  school  of  medicine  in  connection  with  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  (now  part  of  Columbia  Univers¬ 
ity).  Two  years  later  (he  died  in  1885)  his  four  boys,  Cor¬ 
nelius  II,  William  Kissam,  Frederick  William  and  George 
W.,  learned  that  that  medical  school  needed  a  clinic  and  sup¬ 
plied  money  for  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Now,  after  40  years 
of  training  medical  students  and  treating  millions  of  pa¬ 
tients,  the  clinic’s  facilities  have  become  somewhat  obsolete, 
inconveniently  located.  So  Frederick  William  (William 
Henry’s  only  living  son)  and  his  nephew,  Harold  Stirling 
(son  of  William  Kissam),  together  gave  $500,000  for  a  new 
Vanderbilt  Clinic  for  Columbia’s  developing  medical  centre.

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IN  MEMORIAM 

Miss  Harriet  Wilson,  the  organizer  and  head  of  the 
Department  of  Co-ordination  of  the  Los  Angeles  Metabolic 
Clinic,  died  suddenly  on  April  27,  1925.  Through  her  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  interest;  her  keen  sense  of  justice  and  sym¬ 
pathy  for  the  unfortunate ;  her  cheerfulness  and  ability, 
Miss  Wilson  brought  into  the  work  of  this  Clinic  an  in¬ 
fluence  that  is  still  manifest.  Her  death  has  been  a  serious 
loss  to  the  Clinic  and  to  the  community. 

The  co-workers  of  Miss  Wilson  in  this  Clinic  have  con¬ 
tributed  a  sum  of  money  which  is  to  be  the  beginning  of  a 
Harriet  Wilson  Fund.  The  money  of  this  Fund  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  the  work  of  the  department  which  held  the  interest 
and  devotion  of  its  founder.  It  is  hoped  that  this  Harriet 
Wilson  Fund  can  be  soon  increased  so  as  to  permit  the 
Department  of  Co-ordination  to  be  placed  in  full  operation 
again,  and  that  the  ambitions  of  Miss  Wilson  for  her  work 
may  be  realized.  This  Department  of  the  Clinic  was  organ¬ 
ized  on  a  broader  basis  than  that  covered  by  the  usual  social 
service  of  an  out-patient  clinic,  with  the  aim  to  give  a  more 
direct  assistance  to  improving  the  economic  status  of  the 
patient,  with  such  environmental  adjustment  as  should  re¬ 
sult  in  the  greatest  good  to  the  patient. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CO-ORDINATION 
IN  LOS  ANGELES 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  wherever  clinics  have  been 
organized  and  equipped  to  perform  efficient  scientific  service 
to  a  community,  one  of  the  greatest  problems  which  has 
faced  those  responsible  for  the  administration  has  been  to 
provide  a  mechanism  by  which  the  advantages  of  the  clinic 
may  be  made  available  for  all  classes  of  society  upon  an 
equitable  basis. 

During  the  year  that  this  Clinic  has  operated  since  its 
incorporation  it  became  apparent  to  all  who  were  familiar 
with  its  activities  that  if  the  funds  which  had  been  so  gen¬ 
erously  donated  for  its  use  were  to  efficiently  and  econom¬ 
ically  accomplish  their  purpose  it  would  be  necessary  to 
arrive  accurately  and  promptly  at  an  estimation  of  the 
needs  of  the  various  patients  who  apply  for  assistance.  To 
meet  this  condition  a  Department  of  Co-ordination  was 
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added  to  the  organization  of  the  Clinic.  It  is  the  function 
of  this  department  to  confer  with  all  patients  requiring  as¬ 
sistance,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  comprehensive  under¬ 
standing  of  the  individual’s  financial  and  sociological  status. 

This  department  has  been  functioning  for  too  brief  a 
period  to  permit  of  more  than  an  outline  of  its  activities, 
which  have  to  date  consisted  of  preliminary  surveys  upon  a 
series  of  cases,  but  which  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  various 
duties  that  come  within  the  service  of  this  department.  The 
problems  presented  prove  to  be  almost  without  number, 
varying  with  each  individual  case,  but  for  purposes  of  dis¬ 
cussion  they  fall  readily  into  three  main  groups. 

A.  Treament  of  the  patient  in  a  strictly  medical  sense. 

1.  Transportation  by  ambulance  in  needed  cases. 

2.  Hospitalization. 

3.  Laboratory  study  and  Medication. 

4.  Medical  and  surgical  direction. 

B.  Adjusting  of  patient  and  family  to  conditions  arising  as 
a  result  of  illness. 

1.  Accurate  estimation  of  available  funds  and  resources. 

2.  Readjusting  of  family  budget. 

3.  Where  wage  earner  is  the  patient,  attempting  to  in¬ 
crease  the  family  income  by  having  non-productive 
individuals  undertake  some  gainful  occupation. 

4.  Where  housewife  is  the  patient,  adjusting  conditions 
so  the  home  can  be  maintained. 

5.  Readjusting  the  domestic  environment  to  meet  the 
needs  of  each  individual  case. 

6.  Carrying  out  such  follow-up  supervision  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure  the  patient  the  maximum  bene¬ 
fit  from  the  treatment  and  instruction  received  at 
the  Clinic. 

7.  Assisting  the  patient  to  secure  work  compatible  with 
his  disability. 

8.  Correlation  of  the  needs  of  certain  patients  with  the 
services  which  other  patients  may  be  able  to  render 
to  their  mutual  advantage. 

C.  Report  and  recommendation  to  Clinic  Staff. 

1.  Determination  of  the  eligibility  of  the  patient  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  Clinic  Fund,  and  an  estimation  of  the 
share  of  the  expense  that  should  be  met  by  him. 

2.  Correction  of  environmental  conditions  prejudicial 
to  the  welfare  of  the  patient. 
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To  summarize  briefly  the  scope  of  this  department :  Its 
function  is  to  assist  in  making  facilities  of  the  Clinic  avail¬ 
able  to  all  in  need  of  services  on  a  basis  of  financial  and 
moral  equity.

“In  the  event  of  there  being  any  excess  income 
from  said  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  property, 
over  and  above  the  said  amount  of  $6,000  per  annum 
required  to  be  paid  to  my  wife  as  hereinbefore  speci¬ 
fied,  I  hereby  give,  devise  and  bequeath,  and  direct  said 
excess  income  to  be  paid  over  by  my  said  trustees  to 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York  to 
establish  a  fund  to  be  known  as  “the  Bertha  Sherry 
Memorial  Fund,”  which  fund  I  hereby  direct  shall  be 
used  for  the  benefit  of  that  department  of  the  work  of 
said  hospital  now  usually  designated  as  the  Dr.  Bent¬ 
ley  Squier  Clinic,  and  I  particularly  direct  that  said 
fund  and  income  therefrom  shall  be  used  for  purposes 
of  providing  beds,  rooms  and  other  accommodations  in 
connection  with  said  clinic  for  persons  suffering  from 
cancer  and  in  maintaining  such  patients  according  to 
the  best  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  trustees  or 
officers  of  said  hospital.” 

The  amount  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  $700,000.

EXTRACTS  FROM  LETTERS 

From  Mrs.  Alexander  Vanderburgh 
(Ruth  Dakin  Ferguson  ’25) 

Perhaps  the  enclosed  printed  letter  will  be  of  some 
interest  to  you.  I’ve  marked  the  part  telling  of  how  we 
spent  our  Christmas  vacation  taking  care  of  Feng’s  wounded 
soldiers.  A  short  while  ago  we  each  received  a  gilded  medal 
of  appreciation  for  our  services  ! 

We  leave  here  shortly  for  a  summer  with  Dr.  Vander¬ 
burgh’s  family  at  Kuling — a  summer  mountain  resort. 

It  was  quite  a  surprise  and  a  very  pleasant  one  indeed 
to  find  Miss  Latimer  studying  here  at  this  same  school  and 
later  on  to  meet  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Meleney  who  are  connected 
with  the  Peking  Union  Medical  College  here.  We  are  to 
be  in  the  part  of  China  where  Dr.  Meleney  has  been  partic¬ 
ularly  interested  in  doing  research  work. 

Dr.  Vanderburgh  joins  me  in  sending  best  wishes  to  all 
we  know  in  Presbyterian  with  many  pleasant  memories  of 
Presbyterian  and  many  thanks  for  all  your  kindnesses  to 
me. 

Finally,  however,  just  as  our  Christmas  vacation  began, 
calls  came  from  the  Army  authorities  for  help  in  taking 
care  of  Feng’s  wounded  soldiers,  and  now  follows  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  how  we  really  spent  our  vacation. 

Nanyuan  is  a  small  town  about  fifteen  miles  south  of 
Peking.  It  consists  mostly  of  a  large  area  entirely  devoted 
to  the  upkeep  of  several  huge  barracks  where  Feng  Yu- 
hsiang,  the  Christian  General,  keeps  part  of  his  army,  and 
teaches  them  trades  along  with  reading  and  writing.  Since 
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the  recent  fighting  near  here  these  barracks  have  been 
turned  into  base  hospitals,  and  it  was  at  one  of  these  that 
we  spent  the  greater  part  of  our  waking  hours  during 
Christmas  vacation.  A  regular  system  of  bus  transporta¬ 
tion  was  established — free — between  Peking  and  Nanyuan 
for  those  engaged  in  helping  out  at  that  time.  The  trip 
itself  was  quite  as  fatiguing  as  the  work,  due  to  the  rough 
dirt  roads  and  the  cold — but  still  interesting.  We  passed 
many  camel  trains,  donkey,  ox  and  horse  carts,  soldiers  on 
foot  and  on  horse,  and  wounded  being  carried  in  rickshas, 
to  say  nothing  about  the  civil  population  which  is  always 
interesting.  (For  the  last  half  of  our  trips  to  and  from 
Nanyuan  we  were  fortunate  in  having  the  use  of  one  of 
the  new  Buicks  belonging  to  the  Chief  of  Police). 

To  these  improvised  base  hospitals  at  Nanyuan  about 
four  thousand  wounded  poured  in  in  the  course  of  ten  days 
or  so.  Help  was  secured  from  all  possible  sources,  and  tho 
at  first  there  seemed  but  little  organization,  and  scanty  sup¬ 
plies,  it  was  remarkable  to  see  the  progress  made  from  day 
to  day.  At  the  receiving  hall  the  men  were  hastily  exam¬ 
ined,  classified,  and  assigned  to  the  different  courts,  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  condition.  A  central  X-ray  room  was  estab¬ 
lished  where  the  men  were  fluoroscoped,  and  reports  made 
on  the  location  of  bullets  and  fractures.  One  of  the  largest 
units,  Peking  Union  Medical  College,  did  the  operating  for 
a  number  of  courts,  tho  some  of  these  courts  were  in  charge 
of  other  organizations.  But,  in  addition  to  the  Peking 
Union  Medical  College,  there  were  other  complete  units 
who  did  their  own  operating  as  well.  The  whole  concern 
was  in  charge  of  the  Army  authorities,  who  provided  med¬ 
ical  supplies,  food,  beds,  bedding  attendants,  etc. 

Several  graduate  Chinese  women  doctors  and  nurses 
formed  a  unit  and  offered  their  services  to  the  Army  author¬ 
ities.  They  were  gratefully  accepted,  were  assured  of  all 
necessary  supplies  and  money,  and  were  given  charge  of 
court  No.  12,  in  which  there  were  over  one  hundred  men. 

Dr.  Durbin,  an  American  woman  doctor,  and  at  present 
in  charge  of  the  Methodist  Women’s  Hospital  here,  helped 
them  out  in  an  advisory  way  and  when  the  work  was 
heaviest,  asked  us  to  assist  them  in  their  operating.  This 
unit  was  a  complete  one  in  itself,  and  we  were  privileged  to 
work  with  them  at  Nanyuan.  Our  work  consisted  in  help¬ 
ing  out  in  the  operating  room,  and  in  changing  the  worst 
of  the  dressings,  i.  e.,  those  they  desired  consultation  on. 
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At  this  court  we  had  mostly  leg,  arm,  and  head  cases — the 
majority  of  chest  and  abdominal  cases  being  in  other  courts 
— so  that  our  work  chiefly  consisted  in  searching  for  bullets, 
and  in  dealing  with  infections  and  compound  fractures.  Due 
to  the  untiring  energy  and  faithfulness  in  detail  of  Dr. 
Shen,  the  Chinese  woman  doctor  in  charge  of  the  unit,  in 
securing  tetanus  antitoxins  from  the  Temple  of  Heaven, 
there  were  no  cases  of  tetanus  reported  in  court  No.  12— a 
real  triumph!  in  war  surgery. 

We  went  down  every  day  for  the  first  week  of  our  vaca¬ 
tion,  the  second  week  we  alternated  with  Dr.  Durbin. 
School  began  on  Monday  of  the  third  week  of  our  going 
down,  but  we  managed  to  help  Dr.  Durbin  out  several  times 
and  still  keep  up  with  our  School  work.  After  this  they  had 
things  so  well  in  hand  that  we  were  not  needed.  We  took 
pictures  while  down  there,  and  got  a  lot  of  fun  out  of  both 
taking  them  and  showing  them  to  the  men  who  were  eager 
to  have  prints  and  pay  cost  price.  Our  time  at  Nanyuan 
was  indeed  interesting,  and  altho  the  horrors  of  war  were 
appalling,  and  many  of  the  worst  cases  lingered  in  our 
minds  for  days,  yet,  withal,  the  men  were  very  patient, 
courteous,  grateful,  likable,  and  full  of  fun.  The  Chinese 
doctors  and  nurses  were  especially  thoughtful  of  us  in  all 
details,  and  took  great  delight  in  feeding  us  Chinese  food. 
One  day  they  took  us  over  to  see  the  enemy  wounded  for 
whom  the  Army  authorities  had  founded  a  complete  base 
hospital.  In  spite  of  our  distaste  for  war  and  the  over¬ 
whelming  sense  of  the  futility  of  it,  we  look  back  on  our 
Christmas  vacation  as  time  well  spent.

Miss  Fehrman  is  in 
Paris,  and  went  to  the  opera  with  my  sister,  Mrs.  Lapham, 
last  night.  In  the  afternoon  Miss  Julia  Leary,  who  was  in 
the  School  for  a  short  time  (’20),  came  to  go  to  Mrs.  Gihon’s 
Studio  with  us.  I  just  met  Mrs.  McGruder  (Helen  Schur- 
man  ’20)  on  her  return  from  her  sister’s  wedding  in  Berlin. 
They  will  take  tea  with  us  at  the  Ritz  on  Tuesday.  Mrs.  H. 
Dierks  (Julia  Smith  ’20)  is  at  the  Ritz. 

I  am  perfectly  well  again  and  enjoying  the  sunlight  we 
have  had  for  two  days.  I  expect  to  attend  the  races  which 
are  now  in  fulj  swing.  , 

With  love  to  all  and  the  hope  tha^  you  will  have  a  fine 
holiday  and  get  rested  after  your  strenuous  year,  I  am.

The  Hospital,  Twillingate,  Newfoundland,  April  12,  1926. 

Our  work  here  in  Newfoundland  has  proved  very  in¬ 
teresting  and  valuable  to  both  Dr.  Wilshusen  and  me. 

The  hospital  is  a  fully  equipped  fifty-bed  institution 
open  in  August,  1924.  Its  founder  and  medical  director  is 
a  Johns  Hopkins  man,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Parsons. 

After  eight  months  here,  I  still  marvel  at  the  hospital 
being  here  at  all  and  wonder  at  its  being  able  to  carry  on 
when  it  is  dependent  upon  itself  for  every  detail  of  daily 
life.  The  sincerity  of  the  people  in  their  personal  sacrifice 
and  work  to  keep  it  going  is  most  remarkable.  To  a  cer¬ 
tain  extent  it  means  that  the  people  have  seen  the  value  of 
the  Mission  hospital  at  St.  Anthony,  the  centre  of  Dr.  Gren¬ 
fell’s  work,  and  have  felt  the  need  of  an  institution  to  take 
care  of  Notre  Dame  Bay  to  the  extent  of  going  until  it 
really  hurt  to  build  it,  themselves.  Dr.  Grenfell  helped 
in  every  way  possible  and  gave  financial  aid  of  a  twenty-five 
thousand  dollar  start  for  the  building  fund.  At  present, 
however,  it  is  the  effort  of  the  local  group  which  makes  the 
work  possible  with  some  help  from  friends  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

We  enjoyed  a  visit  from  Dr.  Grenfell  on  his  way  south 
to  lecture,  and  it  was  thrilling  to  see  his  happiness  in  a 
dream  come  true — a  hospital  equipped  to  give  satisfactory 
care  to  people  who  have  long  done  without  it.  At  present 
the  staff  consists  of  two  graduate  nurses,  three  nurse’s  aides 
and  myself  in  the  capacity  of  housekeeper  and  I  hesitate  to 
confess  to  you — anaesthetist.  Through  the  winter  months, 
during  Dr.  Parson’s  leave  of  absence  Dr.  Wilshusen  is  alone 
in  charge.  I  did  not  plan  any  particular  part  in  the  work 
before  we  came,  intending  to  fit  in  where  I  was  most  needed. 
Truth  to  tell  I  am  quite  surprised  to  find  myself  giving 
anesthesia  and  I  wish  as  each  case  comes  to  me  that  I  had 
been  fortunate  enough  to  study  under  Miss  Penland,  but 
when  one  is  in  a  situation  where  there  is  but  one  person 
available  for  each  task,  one  attempts  unheard  of  things. 
Both  doctors  spent  much  time  in  teaching  me  and  I  have 
enough  respect  for  the  seriousness  of  the  procedure  to  ap¬ 
proach  it  with  great  care.  Due  to  the  cost  and  problem  of 
refilling  oxygen  tanks  we  are  limited  to  the  use  of  open  or 
closed  ether  or  local  anesthesia. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  early  winter  months  when 
the  Northern  ice  was  closing  into  our  harbors  making  trans¬ 
portation  impossible  our  surgical  service  has  been  extreme¬ 
ly  active.  We  rarely  have  an  emergency  operation — a  real 
“stat  op” — but  last  week  that  element  of  the  dramatic  was 
added  to  our  lives — dramatic  because  of  the  excitement  of 
our  neighbors  when  they  see  the  operating  room  lights  go 
on  at  night.  Both  these  cases  were  ruptured  appendices 
and  while  we  had  anxious  moments  over  each  patient  they 
are  now  getting  along  very  well.  The  effect  of  this  upon 
the  community  is  one  of  the  things  which  make  life  here 
unique.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  an  “appendix  epi¬ 
demic”.  Every  day  about  four  people  come  in  and  insist 
upon  admission  to  have  their  various  appendices  removed 
and  strange  as  it  is,  we  have  about  four  which  appear  to  be 
chronic  cases  in  a  line  in  our  women’s  ward  waiting  for 
operation  now. 

The  surgical  cases  have  covered  a  wide  range  of  condi¬ 
tions,  and  our  results  have  been  extremely  satisfactory,  and 
these  results  mean  so  much  in  forming  the  community  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  value  of  a  hospital. 

During  the  summer  months  we  will  have  tw'o  more 
nurses  and  we  will  need  them  if  our  rate  of  admissions  con¬ 
tinues  as  it  is.  Our  local  help  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry 
are  a  great  strength  because  of  their  interest  and  depend¬ 
ability.  It  is  fun  to  help  figure  out  laundry  problems  with 
women  who  have  never  seen  an  electric  iron,  let  alone  a 
mangle,  before.  Two  women  take  care  of  the  laundry  work 
and  can  as  a  rule  keep  up  with  the  work. 

The  electric  power  comes  from  our  own  plant  run  by 
a  water  wheel.  This  and  the  house  piping  system  draws 
from  a  small  reservoir  in  the  hills  in  back  of  the  hospital. 
We  have  no  plumber,  and  our  electrician  is  a  fisherman  who 
has  an  interest  in  machinery  and  engines.  Most  of  the  time, 
however,  our  luck  holds  and  our  moments  of  darkness  or 
our  floods  from  stopped  up  pipes  are  rare.  It  makes  one 
stop  and  think  of  the  many  things  taken  for  granted  at 
home  when  the  taking  of  an  x-ray  picture  demands  a  mes¬ 
sage  sent  to  the  power  house  to  “switch  over  on  engine.” 

The  outstanding  diseases  in  this  community  are  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  typhoid.  The  former  is  responsible  for  many 
of  our  cases.  The  latter,  strangely  enough,  occurs  in  a  light 
form  in  most  instances,  probably  because  there  is  scarcely 
a  family  which  has  never  known  it  and  they  are  perhaps  in 
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some  degree  immune.  'We  have  tried  to  make  the  hospital 
responsible  for  the  health  as  well  as  the  care  of  illness  to  the 
extent  of  giving  physical  examinations  to  all  the  Twillingate 
school  children,  a  group  of  about  three  hundred.  They  come 
to  the  hospital  on  Saturday  mornings  and  at  four  on  other 
afternoons.  They  are,  as  a  group,  very  shy,  very  respectful 
in  speech  and  attitude,  and  very  ready  to  follow  directions. 
The  most  outstanding  physical  defect  which  we  come  upon 
is  malnutrition.  This  in  its  relation  to  the  tuberculosis 
problem  makes  early  examination  valuable. 

There  are  so  many  things  about  life  here  which  beg  to 
be  told.  The  country  is  very  beautiful.  We  have  neither 
seen  nor  hear  a  railroad  train  or  an  automobile  for  months 
and  expect  to  be  very  much  in  awe  of  New  York  traffic  upon 
our  return.

While  in  Korea  I  worked  hard  in  trying  to  produce 
“Practical  Nursing”  in  the  Korean  language,  but  things 
move  so  slowly  in  the  Orient.  When  I  found  that  I  would 
not  be  able  to  return,  I  turned  over  my  work  and  funds  to 
the  Nurses  Association  of  Korea  of  wThich  I  was  a. member. 

They  have  done  splendid  work  and  now  the  Volume  I. 
is  ready  for  use.  It  seems  almost  too  good  to  be  true  that 
our  Korean  nurses  have  a  text  book  on  nursing,  which  they 
can  hold  in  their  own  hands,  and  can  read  and  understand. 

I  am  sending  under  separate  cover  a  copy  of  Volume  I. 
in  Korean.  Be  sure  and  read  from  the  back  to  the  front  of 
the  book,  and  from  the  right  to  the  left  and  top  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  page.

Busy  as  a  hive  of  bees  out  here  getting  ready  for  our 
summer  rush.  One  man  is  now  out  in  the  mountains  hunt¬ 
ing  grizzly  bear  !  Pd  hate  to  meet  one  of  those  critters  on 
a  trail  without  a  gun  and  a  strong  man  to  shoot  it  off ! 
Wild  game  is  just  teeming  around  us  here.  Hundreds  of 
deer  with  their  little  spotted  fawns,  in  our  meadows  every 
evening,  and  the  other  day  I  went  for  a  ride  and  saw  14 
Rocky  Mountain  sheep,  rams,  ewes  and  babies;  you  know 
they  are  a  variety  of  the  famous  Marco  Polo’s  ovis  poli  that 
the  Roosevelts  hunted  in  Asia.  Elk  are  plentiful  but  I 
have  not  seen  any. 

Just  at  present  am  very  busy  making  slip  covers  for 
my  cabin  furniture,  most  attractive  glazed  chintz  in  green 
which  I  bought  by  mail  order  from  Altman’s.  Thank  for¬ 
tune  the  illnesses  and  accidents  have  let  up  for  a  brief  time. 
For  one  solid  week  I  swabbed  throats,  treated  eyes  and 
nose  of  every  person  on  the  ranch  daily.  We  had  had  a 
case  of  scarletina  suddenly  burst  out  on  a  school  boy  who 
had  not  been  away  from  the  ranch  in  three  months !  Then  of 
course  the  boys  are  always  getting  hurt,  and  I  usually  have 
one  stitching  a  week  anyway. 

Please  give  my  best  to  all  of  my  friends,  particularly 
Miss  Maxwell  if  she  has  returned,  and  with  best  wishes  for 
yourself. 


From  Annie  Catherine  Lyman  ’24 

It  was  very  nice  to  receive  an  invitation  to  the  gradu¬ 
ation.  If  my  mind  were  not  so  full  of  other  plans  I  would 
plan  to  come.
